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3RD CIVIL WAR 
STUDY GROUP 
OPENS SESSION 


If the Confederacy had won the 
Civil War 
“we would perhaps 
all be speaking German now.” 
Dr. Robert L. Bloom, professor of 
history 
at 
Gettysburg 
college, 
told 70 gathered for the third an­ 
nual Civil War Study Group at 
Gettysburg College this morning. 
Dr. Bloom opened the sessions 
which will extend through Friday 
with a talk on “Why Study the 
Civil Wrar?” in which ne held 
that a Confederate victory would 
have led to the division of the 
present United States into a num­ 
ber of small states which “prob­ 
ably would have been unable to 
give the support that was needed 
to make World War I an allied 
victory. We can only surmise 
what would have happened had 
the Confederacy won. But we can 
be sure that the world’s history 
would have been different had 
the United States been split into 
a number of smaller nations.” 
"It Had Everything'' 
Dr. Bloom said: “The Civil War 
is worth study if only for the fas­ 
cination it holds for us as the 
last of the old-fashioned wars and 
the first of the modern wars. It 
had everything from saber swing­ 
ing cavalry charges to the primi­ 
tive beginnings of the weapons of 
today, from the machine gun to 
the submarine.” 
Dr. Frederick Tilberg. historian 
for the Gettysburg National Park, 
gave the principal talk this morn­ 
ing on “The Approach to Gettys­ 
burg." 
He described thq route of the 
Confederate 
armies 
north 
and 
then described how Lee’s troops 
came to Gettysburg via Cashtown 
and the Harrisburg and Bigler­ 
ville Rds. During the latter part 
of the discussion the group visited 
Cashtown and Hecklers Hill. 
This afternoon the group will 
continue their study of the ter­ 
rain over which the first day’s 
battle was fought by a tour of 
Herr’s Ridge, McPherson’s Ridge, 
Oak Ridge and Barlow s Knoll.

COOL WEATHER 
SETS RECORD 
HEREIN JULY 


With only one day of 90-degree 
weather, last month went into the 
records Sunday 
as the second 
coolest July in Gettysburg n 57 
years The coolest July on record 
here was in 1947 when tempera­ 
tures aveiaged 2 5 degrees below 
normal. Last month the average 
reading was 2.17 degrees below 
normal. 
The “hottest” day was Satur­ 
day, July 23, when the mercury 
went up to 90 degrees The July 
record is 105 degrees here. Last 
month's low was 52 degrees on 
July 16. 
The average daily high reading 
was only 83.71 degrees and the 
daily low was 61.55 degrees, mak­ 
ing the month’s average 72.63 de­ 
grees wliich was a little warmer 
than the coo! 69.81 degree aver­ 
age for June but considerably be­ 
low the levels usually encountered 
here in July. 
Fourth Cool, Wet Month 
July became the fourth month 
this year 
with 
below 
average 
temperatures and a surplus of 
rain. 
Measurable 
amounts of rain 
fell on IO days last month and 
totaled 4 8 inches, a surplus of 
0.91 irfche* above normal. It was 
the wettest July in four years 
with that month being short of 
rainfall since 1956. 
July’s rain brought the 1960 ac­ 
cumulation for .the first seven 
months to 27.77 inches which is a 
surplus of 3.59 inches so far this 
year. 
Arendfsvll* Had 91 
.At the Arendtsville weather Sta­ 
ton, a high of 91 degrees was re­ 
corded on July 23 but average 
temperatures there also were be­ 
low normal for the month, accord­ 
ing to the observer. Dr. Frank 
N. Hewetson. The average max­ 
imum for the month was 83.8 de 
grees and the average low was 
59 9 degrees, making the month’s 
mean temperature 71.85 degrees 
That average figure was 2 45 
degrees below Arendtsville’* nor-1 
mal temperature and 3 5 degrees 
below the average for July of las; j 
year. The high reading for last 
month came on July 23 while a 
low of 51 degrees was reached 
on July 8. 
Railfall there was less than Get­ 
tysburg's. Dr. Hewetson measured 
3 78 inches which is only four hun­ 
dredths of an inch short of normal 
for the month. It brings the ac­ 
cumulation for the first seven, 
months of the year to 25.27 inches, 
very close to normal. 
A total of 266 hours and IO min­ 
utes of sunshine was measured, 
which was 58.4 per cent of the 
total availabe.

Castro Illness M ay Force 
Changes In Cuban Picture 


HAVANA (AP) — Ona of 
Fidal 
Castro'* doctors 
said 
today tha ailing prima min­ 
istar needs "absolute rest— 
both physical and mantal." 
The statement by Maj. Raul 
Trillo, an army doctor treat* 
ing Castro, was oublished in 
the 
semi-official 
newspaper 
Revolucion. It reported Castro 
is convalescing but said "now 
we have to build him up after 
his illness."

HAVANA (AP)—Fidel Castro’s 
continuing illness generated grow­ 
ing speculation today that the Cu­ 
ban prime minister may yield the 
reins of government temporarily 
to his Yankee-hating brother Raul, 
whom he once described as more 
radical than himself. 
Government - controlled 
radio 
stations broke their ban on Sun­ 
day newscasts to report that the1 
prime minister — only 13 days 
away from his 34th birthday—is 


“still convalescing” despite offi­ 
cial reports two weeks ago that 
he had recovered fully. 
The surprise announcement said 
Castro now is “improving satis­ 
factorily ” It did not say what he 
was suffering from. 
After he was stricken July 9, 
army doctors said Castro had a 
“pneumonic” infection of the left 
lung. This was generally inter­ 
preted to mean pneumonia. But 
there have teen rumors of a more 
serious illness, including a sug­ 
gestion major surgery would be 
necessary.
